FOREWORD 


Mr. Brandt has already laid students of Chinese 
under very heavy obligations and his present work on 
Chinese Particles will add more to the debt. 


A careful study of this book will convince many that 
the reproach often levelled against the Chinese Language 
that it is not a good medium for correct expression, that 
it is obscure and ambiguous is not quite justified. 


There are, as in any other language, difficulties to 
be met with, but these are more due to lack of familiarity 
with the structure of the language than to any essential 
The idea that still persists that Chinese is in- 
y difficult for an alien to acquire is more due to 
e differences from any other language that 
Westerners are familiar with than to the language itself. 
It has been for centuries and still is an adequate medium 
for the exchange of ideas between millions of people and 
the mere law of adaptibility must have by this ‘time 
eliminated most of its obscurities. The real reason why 
many students regard Chinese as too difficult to acquire is 
based largely on prejudgements and unanalysed criticism. 
Mr. Brandt has already in his elementary book on 
Wenli done a great deal to ease the burden of the student 
of the written language. In his new book he deals with 
what is the most unyielding problem of Chinese, the 
particle. To the beginner this minute element of speech 
may seem to present insuperable difficulties and many

a student has given it up in despair. He applies the rules 
of the grammar he is acquainted with, makes definitions 
and deduces laws of speech and with a complete system 
in his head he approaches Chinese only to find that in 
practice his theories break down. This is the inevitable 
result of approaching Chinese from the standpoint of 
alien grammatical science. Students are referred to the 
introduction to Giles Dictionary to realise the futility of 
reducing Chinese to our canons, and the grammatical sec- 
tion of the early editions of Wade will deepen the im- 
pression of the hopelessness of applying Western criteria 
to Chinese. It is only by reference to the language as a 
living entity and by the method adopted by Mr. Brandt 
of finding the particles in actual living sentences that 
clearness emerges. Particles are “‘classified’’, but there 
is no attempt at any scientific treatment. By this we do 
not mean that there is no method, the book is one of 
method. But no fully rounded system is first evolved and 
then sought to be justified by examples. The reverse .i 
the method adopted. The word is taken in its setti ng, i 
significance indicated and its precise meaning a d ve 
defined. Mr. Brandt’s wide reading in the literature Of the: 

Chinese has sufficient range of selection to elucidate the 
uses of a wide range of words and his critical and interpre- 
tive faculty may be relied upon to safeguard the student 
from pitfalls. 194 of the most common particles are dealt 
with and for ease of reference they are divided into 27 


groups. Arranged alphabetically facility of reference is 
secured. 


This is no place for a critical treatment of the book, 
this should be left to the reviewers. A glance through 
the volume may, as always is the case where translation 
of any language is involved, furnish matter for difference 
of opinion, but not so far as we can judge of sufficient

importance to invalidate the treatment of any of the 
words. All we desire to do is to draw attention to the 
soundeness of the method adopted and to the real use- 
fulness of the book. The student who plows his way 
through it will find Chinese a very different proposition 
from what he supposed it to be, and while no treatise 
will enable a student to miss the difficulties in study, this 
book will lighten his burden considerably. He will be 
ro longer bewildered by the stunted explanations of his 
Chinese pundit, which not seldom make confusion worse 
confounded. It will gradually dawn on his mind how pre- 
cise a medium for the exchange of ideas the Chinese 
language is. We venture the opinion that Chinese them- 
selves will find this book useful just in the same way that 
Mr. Brandt’s book on elementary Wenli has proved to 
be. The foreign grammarian may take exception to some 
_ of the definitions employed by Mr. Brandt, but as the book 
is interpretative rather than definitive this does not matter. 


For the first time an attempt has been made to deal 
with that annoying, elusive and apparently impossible 
part of speech on which so much depends, but the treat- 
ment is so skilfully arranged that the road of the serious 
student in made easy. It should initiate a new era in 
Chinese studies and pave the way not only for an ap- 
preciation of the Chinese Language but usher in the day 
when all the inconveniencies attendant upon intercourse 
with peoples of alien methods will be removed. It will 
be a long time before the Chinese drop their own tongue 


or abandon their own literature, if ever this come to pass. 
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Meantime the intercourse between the East and the West 
will become more and more intimate and Mr. Brandt’s 
book will enable many to bridge the gulf that now makes 
the free expression of ideas and mutual appreciation so 
difficult.

PREFACE. 


This book is by no means a scientific analysis of laws 
of the Chinese written language, but a purely practical 
guide for students of Wenli to help them to find their ~ 
way among numerous Wenli particles which play so im- 
portant a part in the Chinese written style and form a 
very serious difficulty, especially for beginners. 


The book consists of two parts: 1. Classification of 
particles and 2. Table of particles. In the ist part all the 
particles are divided into several groups on the same basis 
as they are classified in the Introduction to Literary Chin- 
ese (by the same author). In the 2nd part particles are 
arranged in alphabetic order of the pronunciation, and 
each case of their use is illustrated by numerous examples 
taken from different styles. 

When the meaning of a particle is not clear enough 
to the student, he will find it in the Table of particles, 
and among the quoted examples of using this particle 
he will find one showing him its meaning in the given 
case. 


The author will consider himself quite satisfied if his 
book will save to some extent to students of the literary 
Chinese the time of which, as the author knows from his 
own bitter experience, so much is spent in running after 
the elusive Wenli particles.
